The 
information has been subjected to the auditing procedures applied in the audit of the basic financial 
statements and certain additional procedures, including comparing and reconciling such information 
directly to the underlying accounting and other records used to prepare the basic financial statements or to 
the financial statements themselves, and other additional procedures in accordance with auditing standards 
generally accepted in the United States of America. In our opinion, the information is fairly presented in 
all material respects in relation to the basic financial statements taken as a whole.

The phosphorus levels in the pond have 
been decreasing, but they did rise after a storm in 
2017, indicating that runoff from yards and roads 
is still a problem.

South Branch Sugar River 
Bank Revegetation 

The river that flows through downtown 
Goshen is the South Branch Sugar River. We have 
been working to get the banks of the river re-vege- 
tated. This is a cheap way to prevent erosion, im- 
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prove water quality, and keep the river at the cool 
temperature loved by brook trout. A really lovely 
wild flower patch grew up behind the Grange this 
year, with help from seeds given to us by the Sulli- 
van County Conservation District. Those plants 
help important pollinators, along with holding the 
banks in place. I have been pulling invasive 
Japanese Knotweed behind the Grange for two 
summers now. You can help with this by NOT 
telling me it is hopeless. I actually don’t think it 
is. Knotweed does not hold banks in place, 
doesn’t provide native bugs falling into the river 
for fish to eat, and is just plain ugly. Yuk. 


The coming year 


We plan to do a big spring trail clean up 
around Gunnison Lake in early spring. Please join 
us. We promise it will be fun, or maybe funny. Ei- 
ther way. 

We are scheduling three nature presentations 
from New Hampshire speakers; one about brook 
trout, one about eagles, and one about New 
Hampshire animals. These will be at the Town 
Hall and we will get the word out. These are tried 
and true great presentations, so be sure to come.

This includes actual trainings, meetings, and 
work details with equipment and truck checks, 
as well as responding to calls for service at all 
hours and in all weather conditions throughout 
the year. 
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2018 Membership 

Our Membership has remained steady, but 
we are always looking to add new resident 
members.

In 2018 two of our past members, John 
Hopkins and Roy Bolla, passed away. Both of 
these men belonged to this organization for 
many years and represented Goshen very well. 
The members of the Fire Department and Asso- 
ciation were honored to work with these men 
over the years. 

Goshen Rescue Personnel continue to be a 
big part of this organization. Besides the fire 
department’s activities that they participate and 
train in, they also step up and do the extra Med- 
ical and EMS Trainings to keep, or get EMT 
Medical Certifications. They maintain, inven- 
tory, and supply Goshen with the needed med- 
ical equipment for a medical call. We respect 
the extra trainings, meetings, and calls this 
group participates in, resulting in a few extra 
nights away from home each month. We are 
always looking to add new members to our 
EMT staff so please feel free to contact the Chief 
for further information on joining and helping 
your neighbors. The Goshen Fire Rescue 
hosted a 14 week EMT Class at the station in 
2018. This class ran from September to late 
December. Hosting this class we had 7 mem- 
bers attend this 14 week class. The students 
gave up one to two nights a week for 12 weeks 
and two weekends for this training. The Goshen 
attendees will be testing out in early 2019. 

In 2018 Goshen Fire Department did our 
monthly in house trainings as well as several 
area trainings. 


2018 Budget Request 

The Goshen Fire Department has contin- 
ued to hold our 
regular operating budgets within reason. The 
stipend pay program for our responders contin- 
ues to show positive results. This is the 7th year 


of this program and has shown an increase of 
responders to the calls, meetings, trainings, and 
work details. Your support at town meeting is 
always appreciated. 


The Goshen Fire Services Association, PO 
Box 304, Goshen NH 03752 is our support or- 
ganization that puts on our annual Chicken Bar- 
becue. The association also usually buys an item, 
or two for the Fire, or Rescue Depart-ments that 
we do not have. If you want to do-nate to 
Goshen Fire please make your donations to 
Goshen Fire Services Association. Thank you to 
all that have donated to support this local 
organization. Also be advised our 2018 Fund 
Drive Mailer will be coming out in the mail soon 
and all funds received go directly to this organi- 
zation. In 2018 The association donated 2 EMT 
scholarships to Goshen FD members for the 
EMT Class and donated the Whelen light up- 
grades on the rescue truck light tower. 


They are always looking for members for 
this association as it has a support role at major 
fire calls and events and has a meeting once a 
month. On behalf of the GVFD thank you all for 
your commitment. 


2018 Equipment Evaluation 

In 2018 we had our yearly maintenance 
done on all of our air packs. The air pack bottles 
will be coming up for replacement in 3 years, 
but a new testing program has been established 
to have the bottles recertified extending the life 
of the bottles and saving the town additional 
money. We also purchased four complete sets of 
Personal Protective Fire Gear. We also replaced 
the Fire Fighter Helmets in 2018. 


2018 Truck/Equipment 

1999 Pierce Engine/Tanker 1. Fortunately 
at the end of 2017 we were able to locate and 
purchase a fine used, new to Goshen, Pumper 
Tanker. This 1998 Pierce Saber Fire Truck has 
been a major upgrade compared to the 1989 
Mack. This truck features a 1250 GPM PUMP, 
Carries 1500 Gallons of water. It is built to the 
higher safety standards that are common on 
today’s fire apparatus. It has a design very simi- 
lar to our Engine 2. The truck was put into serv- 
ice in early 2018. This truck has been 
performing better than we originally expected. 








This was a very solid investment for the town. 


2008 E-One Pumper Engine 2 is our front- 
line fire attack piece of equipment. This Truck 


Features A 1250 GPM Pump and a 1000 Gallon 
water tank. This truck experienced two com- 
puter failures and an exhaust issue. After the re- 
pairs in 2018 this truck seems to be functioning 
fine again. 


Goshen’s Rescue 1, 1991 Ford F-550 is op- 
erating very well and is being used on most 


calls. It responds to rescue and medical calls, 
car accidents, and building fires. The Generator 
and Light Tower on this truck have been very 
useful at night time incidents providing a safer 
work scene. The Association paid for replace- 
ment and upgrades of the spot light heads on 
the light tower. 

Goshen’s Forestry 1 is a 1990 Ford F 450 
AWD MINI PUMPER. This truck continues to 
perform very well. 


Goshen’s Forestry 2, 1968 Ford F250 4X4. 
Was moved to reserve status and is still in serv- 


ice for brush fires. 


2018 Fire Station Status 

No changes to the station in 2018. In 2019 
we are looking to upgrade some electrical sys- 
tems in the station as well as repair a ceiling in 
the back section. 

In closing it is a pleasure to work for and in 
the Town of Goshen. I would also like to thank 
the Dedicated Fire Fighters, Rescue Personnel, 
and our Mutual Aid Departments. Also Cindy 
Rouillard in the selectmen’s office for her help, 
the Selectmen, Goshen Highway Department, 
Goshen Police, plus the many other town em- 
ployees, residents, and taxpayers that do care 
and support the Goshen Vol. Fire Dept. 

If you would like a tour of the fire station 
and equipment for yourself, or children and you 
see fire fighters at the station, you are always 
welcome to stop in. We always try to make time 
for tours for the kids, or adults. Do not forget 
your cameras as a child always loves to see a fire 
truck up close. Tours can also be scheduled by 
contacting a member of the Fire Department.

I would like to send our sincere Thank You to 
the family of John Hopkins for his service as a NH 
Deputy Forest Fire Warden for many years. 

The annual Spring Warden/Deputy Warden 
Trainings were held at Wilmot and Lempster Fire 
Stations this year. The Goshen Fire Department 
continues to host the July Dinner and Meeting of 
the Grafton Sullivan Forest Fire Wardens Associa- 
tion. Special thanks go out to the many volunteers 
of the Goshen Fire Services Association for their 
assistance at this event. 

Annually we issue around 200 fire permits in 
the Town of Goshen. We thank you for extending 
your courtesy to our families and to call ahead of 
time for your fire permits. 

2018 turned out to be another quiet year for 
incidents in Goshen. We had one small brush and 
tree fire from a lightning strike on Rand Pond 
Road. We also responded to two illegal burns. We 
were also requested by Mutual Aid to respond to 
Newport for a brush fire off Blood Road. Units 
were canceled while responding as they had a 
quick knock down of the fire. 
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The equipment is working properly, and we 
continue to do in-town Brush Fire Training. 

Another type of incident that can cause us 
problems are illegal campfires out in the area of 
class six roads and Gunnison Lake. Often these 
fires are not extinguished prior to the people leav- 
ing. This puts Goshen in a potential danger for a 
large forest fire. If you see something, please call 
911 and have us come out and inspect and put the 
fire out. Please extinguish your fires with water do 
not bury them to put them out. When you bury 
them, they usually flare back up after you leave 
them. 


I do like to remind you that you are 
responsible for any fire that you light. 
Per NH State laws you could be held 
financially responsible for any cost to 


extinguish, any damage associated 
with a fire that gets away from you 
or is caused by you. 





NHDES also reminds you that it is illegal to 


burn any trash, plastics, painted wood, plywood, 
furniture, or demolition debris. None of the listed 


items should ever be burnt in a brush pile, a 
woodstove, or an outside furnace. It is best to dis- 
pose of them at the transfer station. This keeps the 
carcinogens and dioxins pollutants out of the air 
and water.

Goshen Grange Hall 


n 2001 the Town of Goshen was offered 

an approximately 2,900 square foot building, 

in sound shape, by the Mt. Sunapee Grange 
#144 at no cost. The offer was accepted by voters 
at the 2002 Town Meeting . 


The Friends of the Goshen Grange then 
formed as a volunteer non-profit organization to 
maintain the building until the town could take on 
the responsibility. At no cost to taxpayers the roof 
was re-shingled (twice), the exterior painted, the 
granite foundation stabilized, and the retaining 
wall rebuilt. Interior work on the second floor in- 
cluded repairing and painting the plaster walls 
and ceiling, and refinishing the hardwood floor. 

This was accomplished with flea markets, 
suppers, raffles, calendars and generous dona- 
tions of time, materials and money from a great 
many Goshen residents. 

In 2018, due to flea market fatigue and dwin- 
dling numbers, the Friends of the Grange termi- 
nated their non-profit and gave their remaining 
$7,500 to the town's Grange Restoration Capital 
Reserve Fund.

n December, 2018 the Town was awarded 

a Land and Community Heritage Investment 

Program (LCHIP) grant of $95,000 for reno- 
vation of the first floor of the Grange building. 


Our plans are to enclose two offices and a 
storage space on the first floor, leaving approxi- 
mately half the first floor open as a small meeting 
space. This is a one-to-one matching grant, mean- 
ing the Town will need to show that we have our 
own $95,000 available before we can receive the 
LCHIP money. Most of this is already secured, 
with $38,720 left to be raised. 

The renovation plans are on the front counter 
at the Town Office. 

The details of how we have raised the match 
follow: 

The Town has received two NH Department of 
Cultural Resources Moose Plate grants: 
$8,490.00 for the new roof and $9,910 for upcom- 
ing work on the foundation. Moose Plate grants 
do not require any match from us, and they can be 
counted as match against the LCHIP grant. We 
also received $3,438 from a NH Preservation Al- 
liance grant for a building assessment. We have 
$28,679 in the existing Capital Reserve Fund (in- 
cluding the $7,500 from the Friends of the 
Grange). We Plan to use approximately $6,000 of 
in-kind volunteer time, and we plan to apply for 
one more Moose Plate grant of approximately 
$10,000. All of that leaves the $38,720 to still be 
raised as match.

loaned or donated to us. We love it! 


In October a desk made by Eleazer Farr was 
donated to the historical society by Janet 
O’Brien and John & Kathy Newman. Eleazer 
was trained as a cabinet maker but spent most 
of his working life as a minister and doctor. He 
served as pastor of Goshen’s Community Bap- 
tist Church from 1850-1858, raised funds for its 
construction on Route 10, and did some of the 
finish carpentry. The base of the desk is de- 
signed so that Eleazer could stand while work- 
ing, and the separate top served as a cabinet for 
his medicine supply. He designed both the 
desk’s small cubbyholes and the church win- 
dows with Gothic-type arches that were popular 
at the time.

A box of items discovered in an attic in 
Haverhill MA was the next donation to the his- 
torical society. The contents date to the early 
1900’s and relate to Elmer Nelson who grew up 
in the Gunnison House on Center Road in 
Goshen. His 1902 diary titled “Clover Ridge 
Farm, Mill Village, N.H.” chronicles his daily 
life farming and running the creamery on Brook 
Road with brothers Arthur and Walter Nelson. 
The creamery later became the fire department 
station before the current building was con- 
structed. 





A recent donation by costume designer Kate 
Reed, of Pawtucket RI, arrived in a box filled 
with a number of Godey’s Lady’s Book and The 
Delineator magazines. The Godey’s publica- 
tions were intended to inform and educate the 
women of America; the items in our collection 
span the years from 1856 to 1870. Their content 
covers a wide range of topics from current 
women’s fashions, sewing patterns, crafts, 
recipes, poems, engravings and short stories. 
The Delineator was published by the Butterick 
Publishing Co., London and New York, and sold 
for 15 cents. The magazines contain Butterick 
sewing patterns, each of which is described in 
length in small type and accompanied by a de- 
tailed black and white line illustration. Our 
collection covers 1885-1888 with patterns that 
should intrigue anyone who sews or has an 
interest in fashion. 


Most recently a scan of a historic postcard was 
emailed to us by Mike Geschwindner. It shows a 
small store beside Route 10 with a roof top sign 
that says “SOFT-DRINKS, CANDY, CIGARS, TO- 
BACCO AND AUTO SUPPLIES.” A sign on the 
ground advertises “TAIT BROS VENETIAN ICE 
CREAM.” The closed store still stands on the side 
of a now wider Route 10. 


Our members are few in number so our focus 
has been on recording and preserving the items in 
our possession, with an ultimate goal of providing 
easy public access to the collection. We have a dig- 
ital database but worry that the life of any digital 
format is fleeting. It has recently come to our at- 
tention that the State Library is working on the 
creation of a hub for the Digital Public Library of 
America, which could someday include our his- 
torical society items and keep the format updated. 

With this in mind, we have letters, diaries, 
stories and articles which need to be transcribed 
before they can be stored in digital form. We have 
neither the time nor the life span to do everything 
ourselves, so are looking for volunteers to help us 
work on this task. Even a small amount of time 
would be a great help.

We’re 
optimistic about the clean energy this will provide 
and believe that we have all made a good choice 
for the future! 


Highlights of 2018 


It’s rewarding to look back over 2018 and to 
see all of the offerings that we’ve been able to 
bring to you this year---for adults, children and as 
a service to all. 
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Early in the year, we offered the Fermata (In- 
ternational) Children’s Art Exhibit and then a Hu- 
manities program entitled, “An Evening of Music 
with Two Old Friends,” in which the musicians 
played Americana tunes with a guitar and fiddle. 
Both events were enjoyed by many. Two adult 
book discussion groups continued this year, one in 
the afternoon, and one in the early evening. Par- 
ticipants in the two groups read and discuss a 
book each month. Monthly DIY projects have in- 
cluded luminarias, paper mache bowls, greeting 
cards, burlap wreaths and Christmas tree orna- 
ments. 

There were also many activities for children, 
including the annual summer reading camp, 
which this year had the theme “Reading Rocks.” 
During the 5-day camp in August, children read 
stories about both geology and music, painted 
“story rocks,” and made instruments including 
rain sticks, kazoos and drums. A special presenta- 
tion was a Humanities Council harmonica playing 
workshop given by Mike and Beverly Rogers, at 
which the Goshen campers and guests were joined 
by a group of children from Grantham. The cul- 
minating event was a Children’s Literacy Founda- 
tion (CliF) free book distribution, the result of a 
grant obtained by librarian Cynthia Phillips. It 
was a very eventful week! 

We have also continued our sponsorship of a 
number of community services and events, includ- 
ing the annual Rabies Clinic, Easter Egg Hunt, 
planting of a children’s vegetable garden, scare- 
crow building, our 3rd Trunk-or-Treat Halloween 
event, and our Library Christmas complete with 
cookie walk, free craft making, cookie decorating 
and vendors. 

New items that we were able to provide for 
loan this year include passes to the Montshire Mu- 
seum and NH State Park passes. The State Park 
passes proved particularly popular! These were 
available for loan for one day at a time for up to 
two adults and four children for admittance to any 
state parks. We still have guitars, telescopes, an 
electric keyboard, Kindle tablets, board games and 
puzzles that are also available for loan.

Meetings/Scheduling 


The Planning Board continues to meet the 
first and third Thursday of each month. In months 
where a meeting may have been canceled, cancel- 
lations are first discussed and voted upon by the 
Planning Board before the actual cancelation. 
Cancelations are noted in the minutes; minutes 
are posted on the Goshen town website, in the 
Post Office and the Town Hall. All agendas are 
posted in advance of the meeting. 


Membership 


In 2018, Bruce Nadeau was appointed by the 
board of Selectmen as the liaison to the Planning 
Board for the 2018 year. The board voted in 
Alicea Bursey as the Chair and George Hebert as 
the Vice-Chair. 

Activities 

Members of the Planning Board attended a 
Land Use training conducted at the Goshen Town 
Hall in March of 2018 and a Right-to-Know train- 
ing in September 2018. During the past year the 
board reviewed and approved one lot line adjust- 
ment. 

The Planning Board is responsible for the 
reviewing and updating of town regulations and 
ordinances. During the 2018 year the board re- 
viewed or proposed changes on setbacks for small- 
detached buildings, outdoor advertising (signage), 
and the excavation regulations. 

The proposed changes to small-detached 
building regulations and outdoor advertising 
(signage) regulations are to address concerns 
brought to members of the Zoning Board of Ad- 
justment who worked with the Planning Board to 
write and propose updated regulations. The pro- 
posed changes to the small-detached building reg- 
ulations would decrease the minimum distance for 
side and rear setbacks. 

The proposed changes to the outdoor adver- 
tising (signage) regulations addresses an in- 
creased size for signage, special exception for large 
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signage, grandfathering, and lighting of the sign. 

Lastly, the proposed changes to the excavation 
regulations provide clarity on the regulations, 
provides additional definitions of commonly used 
language, outlines specific actions that can occur 
during warm up periods, and adds a day of opera- 
tion. These proposed changes were brought to the 
town in a November 2018 public meeting and 
were passed at that meeting; the town will vote on 
the changes in March 2019. 

A repeat complaint was received this year re- 
garding the Newport Sand and Gravel — Anderson 
Pit. Concerns over operations occurring on 
Columbus Day were again reported to the Plan- 
ning Board and ultimately to the Select Board. 

Per the Excavation Regulations, operations should 
not occur on state and federal holidays. However, 
at the time of the complaint, the Planning Board 
had been working to address the confusion 
regarding operations on Columbus Day from the 
previous year. Discussions had been occurring at 
Planning Board meetings as a result the board felt 
there might have been confusion on the part of 
Newport Sand and Gravel as to whether or not op- 
erations were permitted. Upon receiving the com- 
plaint, the Planning Board contacted Newport 
Sand and Gravel who ceased operations and ex- 
tended their apologies for the misunderstanding. 
The board met with Newport Sand and Gravel 
after the issue, to clarify that operations are not al- 
lowed on holidays as per the Excavation Regula- 
tions unless otherwise voted upon by the town. 

A follow up meeting with the Board of Selectmen 
resulted in no fines. 

The annual inspection of the pits (Anderson 
and Davis) was carried out in the fall and no is- 
sues were identified. Reclamation is ongoing at 
both sites. Phase I of the Anderson Pit is now 
complete and the permit for that phase was not re- 
newed. The Davis Pit permit was renewed in May 
2018.

Police Department 


his year was again a challenging year 

for the department. With Officer Lamson 

going to limited part-time hours in 
March it left Officer Batista and myself to cover 
as many calls as we could. State Police was able 
to help us with the calls that we could not re- 
spond to. 


We still handled over 800 calls for service 
in 2018. With the new parking laws in place the 
Police Department worked hard to educate the 
residents on the parking laws at Four Corners 
Road and Center Road. 

In 2017, Gunnison Lake was a large draw 
for out of town residents. This created many 
parking issues. The Selectman, Highway De- 
partment and Police department drafted and 
put into place our new parking laws. 

Four Corners Road is for cemetery parking 
only and there is no parking on Center road in 
the area that private property is being used to 
access the lake. The highway department has 
posted these areas with No Parking signs so we 
can enforce the illegally parked vehicles. 

The Goshen Police Department is issuing 
$25.00 fines for an illegally parked vehicle. The 
money that is collected for these fines goes into 
the town’s general fund. The Police Department 
does not receive any revenue from issuing these 
tickets. 

We receive many complaints from residents 
who see illegally parked vehicles. We respond as 
quickly as we can but many times when we ar- 
rive on scene the vehicles have left. We would 
ask if you could write down a plate number we 
can do a follow up with the registered owners 
asking them to not park there in the future. 

The Goshen Police Department continues to 
see ways that our residents are affected by 
fraud/theft cases. A new popular trend is to 
order items on line by activating a credit card in 
your name with your address. 

They will order items online and have them 
shipped to a different address or even have 
them shipped to your home. They will watch the 
progress online of the package and pick it up on 
your doorstep. Until your first invoice comes in 
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the mail, you have no idea that an account has 
been activated in your name. 


Please remember to shred any mail or any 


documents that have your personal information 
on it. We are aware that when you toss your 


garbage out into the containers at the transfer 
station that you feel it is destroyed. However, 
you are not aware of the possible hands that 
may still be able to access it before it is de- 
stroyed. 

We have recently seen a case where some- 
one is going through your garbage looking for 
receipts that you may have bought something at 
a store for cash, like Walmart. They are going 
through your garbage for these receipts so they 
can go into the stores to use the receipt to find 
the item in the store then return it. So please 
make sure that you destroy anything with your 
personal information before discarding it. 

The Goshen Police Department would again 
like to ask the public and its citizens to have a 
mindset of “Ifyou See Something Say 
Something.” You are our best eyes every day 
while traveling our roads. The keen eye of a res- 
ident who will see something out of place solves 
many crimes when reported. Whether it is a 
suspicious car or something just seems out of 
place at a neighbor residence. We take anony- 
mous tips all the time. Plate numbers on a ve- 
hicle is great information as well as a 
description of a vehicle and its occupants. Your 
help in this is an important part of keeping our 
neighbors safe and secure. 

I end this year as always with a huge thank 
you to the Board of Selectman, Fire Department 
and Highway Department. Without their con- 
tinued support and assistance, we would not be 
as successful as we are. I want to give a special 
thanks to the officer Batista for the hard work 
he gave us in 2018.

After much discussion, town council, Christine Fillmore explained that the biggest issue is raising and appropriating the money 
because it doesn’t say that. The cost of retirement and full time benefits that it would cost the town would also need to be raised and 
appropriated. The easiest way to do that is to add those items and increase the operating budget rather than approving this article.
